By. seven to ten days, the grafts are vascularized 
but still easily damaged and should be immobilized 
for another week. By the third week, only an ad- 
hesive bandage is needed and active motion is 
encouraged. The patient is usually able to return to 
work on limited activity immediately or full activ- 
ity by the beginning of the third postoperative 
week. Until the graft is mature, wearing an ad- 
hesive bandage or glove to protect the wound may 
be advisable. 


CONCLUSION 


This technique is useful for lesions with minimal 
pulp loss, no protuding bone, and when the patient 
doesn’t have the excised skin. Local flaps may be 
preferable to provide bone cover when tissue 
loss is greater. Repairing tidy fingertip skin loss 
wounds with a graft from local donor sites covers 
the wound quickly and decreases the risk of 
infection and edema. The technique is performed 
using simple local anesthesia, often in the emergen- 
cy room, requires no special tools, and is suitable 
for children. 

There is good return of sensation, few subsequent 
paresthesias, and the grafts have proven durable. 
By achieving early healing, the patient can begin 
using his finger early and avoid the development 
of stiffness. es
